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John Hancock worker 
captures work on video

The world now can see the ladder Danny 
Drozd has climbed in his 14 years as an iron- 
worker—it leads to the very top of the John 
Hancock building. 

Last Friday, ironworker Drozd strapped a 
GoPro camera to his head as he prepped the 
Hancock’s west antenna to be partially dis- 
mantled. After climbing two sets of ladders 
about 350 feet above the roof of the city’s 
fourth-tallest building, he started recording 
the vertigo-inducing point-of-view footage. 
After posting it on YouTube, the video has 
been watched more than 90,000 times. 

“T don’t think most people know what it 
means to be an ironworker,” the 31-year-old 
South Loop resident said in an interview 
Wednesday to explain why he shot the foot- 
age. “It’s so hard to explain to somebody that 
doesn’t know.” 

Typically, Drozd said, his job involves 
guiding metal support beams—delivered by 
crane—into place at building sites. 

“Are we constantly petrified? No. We're pret- 
ty normal up there, we have normal conversa- 
tions,” he said. Drozd said most of his days, 
which can be more than seven hours on the 
antenna, are spent sitting on a specialized chair 
attached to a harness he calls “comfortable.” 

“We could always come down for lunch, but 
we don’t want to make that 350-foot climb 
twice a day,” he said. 

He called his first few times on the job last 
year “surreal,” but he’s gotten used to it, even 
if the fear never completely goes away. 

“There’s a fear, but it’s a safe fear and it 
keeps you safe,” he said. “You can never let 
that fear get in the way of the task at hand. It 
just can’t overwhelm you. I’m not going to call 


myself fearless because 
Tm not.” 

Drozd said it was al- 
ways his dream to be an 
ironworker since see- 
ing a TV show about it 
when he was in grade 
school. After high 
school, he had a few office gigs at the Chicago 
Board Options Exchange, which he quickly 
grew tired of. He’s now a journeyman ironwork- 
er with 14 years of experience and work on top 
of the Trump Tower, McCormick Place West 
and other Chicago skyscrapers under his belt. 

“Obviously there’s a danger factor,” he said. 
“But it just looked so cool.” 

Drozd is amember of Iron Workers Local 1; 
he declined to provide the name of his com- 
pany. A union representative said there are no 
rules prohibiting a worker from videotaping 
on the job—including recording their work 
on the nation’s seventh tallest building. 

Hancock building management didn’t re- 
turn calls for comment. 

Drozd said he used to have to text his girl- 
friend, whom he lives with, every time he 
would come down for the day. She’s gotten 
more used to it now. 

“She worries, but that’s about it,” he said. 
“It makes her nervous, but ultimately she 
knows I’m careful.” 

Drozd said he'll likely keep posting the vid- 
eos, at least once the “commotion” dies down. 
Both his union and his employer have been 
getting phone calls and inquiries since the 
video was posted Aug. 6. 

“I was like, I’m up here, may as well film it,” 
he said.

Englewood on Monday logged its mth 
homicide of the year, a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data found. 


A 26-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 7100 block of 
South Green Street, police said. 

Englewood, which had about 
30,600 residents counted in the 2010 
Census, has loose borders of Garfield 
Boulevard on the north, 75th Street on 
the south, Normal Avenue on the east and 
Racine Avenue on the west. 

Englewood has logged 11 homicides so 
far this year, tied with Humboldt Park for 
the fifth highest toll among Chicago’s 77 
community areas. The South Side com- 
munity area recorded 23 homicides last 
year, up from 21 killings in 2012, according 
to RedEye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
logged this week in Burnside, West En- 
glewood and West Pullman, according to 
police information. 

Fifteen homicides have been recorded 
so far this month. Fifty-three homicides 
were logged in August 2013, RedEye de- 
termined.

The CTA and the city are working on a 
$2 million deal to implement changes aimed 
at improving bus service in the city and pos- 
sibly help boost ridership. 

Possible changes the CTA is exploring in- 
clude street repairs and improvements to 
markings, signage and signals to reduce de- 
lays. The CTA has recorded 18 consecutive 
months of bus ridership losses, while rail rid- 
ership has been on the rise. 

One of the improvements the CTA is push- 
ing for is a new traffic signal at Foster Street 
and Albany Avenue that CTA officials say will 
help speed buses leaving the nearby North 
Park garage. 

The signal will “reduce bus delays at the 
start of the route, which obviously affect 
the rest of the route,” spokeswoman Tammy 
Chase said in an email. 

The traffic signal would be active only dur- 
ing rush hour, Chase said. 

Another change the CTA is pushing is a 
right-turn arrow added to the traffic light at 
Michigan Avenue and Wacker Drive so south- 
bound Michigan Avenue buses can turn more 
easily onto Wacker Drive.

Gaza truce extended 


Israel and the Palestinians agreed Wednesday 
to extend a Gaza truce by five days minutes 
before an earlier cease-fire was set to expire, a 
Palestinian official said in Cairo. 

But the deal got off to a shaky start. Isra- 
el, which had no comment, bombed several 
Gaza sites early Thursday, minutes after the 
truce extension was to have taken hold, in re- 
sponse to Palestinian rocket fire that violated 
the earlier truce. 

Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu or- 
dered Israeli forces to “respond” to two in- 
stances of rocket fire by Gaza militants at Israel 
in violation of the truce Wednesday. The rock- 
ets caused no casualties, and one was downed 
by Israel’s Iron Dome missile interceptor. 

There were no reported casualties in the 
Isracli ain raids that targened ac lease chece 
sites in northern Giaea, witnesses art Hamas 
sald.

Your characters rebel once they look outside 
their community’s status quo. What's a rebel- 
lion you remember from your own life? 
Odeya Rush: I was kind of like a good child, 
so I didn’t really. All I can remember is 
{trying to skip class once] with friends or 
pretending to run away. 


Pretending to run away? 
OR: Yeah, [saying], “You guys are not 
?? 


listening to me; I'll run away!” Did you never 
pack up a suitcase and pretend to run away? 


I didn’t. Brenton, did you do that? 

OR: I feel like all kids do that! 

Brenton Thwaites: Yeah, I stole my mom’s 
car, filled it with a surfboard and a suitcase 
and drove out of town. And I drove back for 
dinner that day. 

OR: I think I just made it to the next street. 
{Laughs.] My dad was like, “Odeya!” I was 
like, “Yeah?” [Laughs.}] And I came back. 


To prepare for Fiona becoming a nurturer, 
you volunteered at a hospital with babies 
and mothers.

that she has and what she has, and we really 
need to appreciate the things that we’re 
presented with in life. It’s a message through 
the film, too: “Let’s appreciate this moment. 
Let’s appreciate the fact that we have the 
ability to feel and the fact that we have the 
ability to see color and to feel warmth and 
to feel love and to be with our families, our 
real families, not people who are set up. And 
the fact that we have freedom to do what we 
love.” 


If a movie is based on a book, do you think 
it’s nice to read the book beforehand or see 
the movie first and read the book after? 

OR: I like to read the book before. When 
you watch a movie and then you go back and 


try to read the book, you just can’t for some 
reason. I feel like for me it’s not the same 
experience. When you're reading a book, you 
have your own ideas of the characters, and 

if you’re going to start reading a book after 
you've seen the movie, you see the characters 
as the characters in the movie. [If you read 

it first} you can develop your own ideas, and 
then you get so excited to watch the movie. 

I remember one of my favorite books is 
“Running with Scissors,” and I read that 
book, but the movie had already been out 
and I was so excited throughout the whole 
thing knowing in the back of my head, “Next 
week, I’ll watch the movie after I finish this.” 
It’s such a good feeling to go see a movie of 
a book that you love. It’s such a fun thing to 
do. 

BT: I think you should read books before 
you see films because if you read them after, 
you'll be seeing the characters as the actors. 
You can create anything in your own imagi- 
nation. Harry Potter wasn’t Daniel Radcliffe 
when we all read it. It was someone else. 


Jonas and Fiona both have jobs assigned to 
them. Was there ever something else you 
wanted to be as a kid besides an actor? 


OR: I was the only girl on my basketball 
team, but all the guys were really mean to me 
and none of them would pass me the ball. 
And there are videos of me—kids in Israel 
are more harsh—but there’s videos of me 
running across the court and I was always 
open, but they would never pass it to me 
because they were like, “You're a girl, you 
can't ...” So I gave up on my basketball career 
early on. But on “Goosebumps,” we played 
with Jack a lot.

Jeff Bridges, at last, 
delivers a big-screen 
adaptation of ‘The Giver’

It may disappoint fans of “The Big Lebowski” 
to hear that Jeff Bridges, aka The Dude, rarely 
hits the lanes. 

“T’ve never had that urge: ‘I’ve got to bowl,” 
he says by phone. “If I’ve bowled since “The Big 
Lebowski,’ it’s usually on a whim.” 

Not a whim: Bridges adapting Lois Lowry’s 
1993 novel “The Giver” for the big screen. 
He’s wanted to since shortly after the book 
came out—originally as a vehicle for his fa- 
ther, Lloyd Bridges, who passed away in 1998. 
In the dystopian future of the film, opening 
Friday, the 64-year-old Oscar-winner (“Crazy 
Heart”) plays the titular character, who passes 
exclusive, important memories to a single, 
trusted teenager (Brenton Thwaites). 


In “The Giver,” your character passes on 
experience and wisdom. You must have 
also felt like the wise veteran on set with 
the younger actors. What was it like being 
the mentor whether or not the camera was 


rolling? 
You saw the movie in its entirety? 


Yes. 

Oh, great, then you probably know what a 
great performance those little babies give. 
You can learn so much from people who are 
completely naive and know nothing about act- 
ing. My best lessons are working with children 
and animals, just [to} watch their behavior. 
But I’m open for questions or support for the 
younger guys, sure. I always used to enjoy that 
when I was the young guy and [saw] how the 
older guys were just as nervous as I was about 
getting it right. 


Speaking of memories, are there any movies 
you'd struggle to remember making? 

Well, [the memories are} pretty strong. Loyd 
Catlett {has} been my stand-in for over 

60 films, and he has a very good memory, so if 
I ever forget something, he can bring it back 
for me pretty good. I remember a lot of the de- 
tails. The movies themselves provide a prompt 
for remembering those things. When I watch 
a movie that I’ve been in, there’s an element 
of the “home movie” involved. I remember

all sorts of things— it’s difficult for me to even 
follow the story sometimes because it’s jogging 
all kinds of stories for me. 


Is there something you've seen recently that 
made you feel that way? 

I saw a film with—not too many people saw 

it, it kind of got messed up in the distribu- 
tion, but we sure had fun making it—I saw it 
recently, called “The Amateurs.” It’s about a 
small town making a pornography film. There’s 
a great performance from Ted Danson, who’s 
brilliant. 


I read that you meditate for half an hour be- 
fore beginning work on a film set. Is that true? 
I do meditate. I wouldn't say every day, or not 
as regimented as you presented in the ques- 
tion, but I also use meditation to bring me into 
the moment as far as my mind [is concerned]. 


Was there any set where it was particularly 
challenging to get to that relaxed, meditative 
place? 

It’s interesting; each movie is such a different 
assignment. Usually its tone is set by the direc- 
tor most often. [People] work in many differ- 


ent ways. I do my best not to struggle with it 
not being like how I like to do it. There’s not 
too much time to pout; you just gotta get to it. 
I kind of create an openness in myself and on 
the set too to see what the director has in mind 
and to open what [life has in store}. So some- 
times if I feel anxiety, that anxiousness, I don’t 
so much fight it but go with it a little bit. 


Is there anything you haven’t gotten to do on 
screen yet that you really would like to do? 
Well, I’ve got a couple of projects in mind, 
but I’m not one of those guys that’s chomp- 
ing at the bit about, you know, “I’ve gotta play 
Benjamin Franklin.” 


I would see that movie. 
Yeah! Benjamin Franklin is a very cool guy.

His favorite song by co-star Taylor Swift: “I 
can’t remember the specific song, but I lis- 
tened to that ‘Red’ album.

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Jim iameds aan comedy 
wins with ‘Normal Heart’ nom

Arriving to talk over coffee, Jim Parsons hard- 
ly looks like what you’d expect of someone 
recently honored with two Emmy nomina- 
tions. The 41-year-old actor earned his sixth 
nod for lead actor in a comedy for playing 
Sheldon Cooper on CBS’ “The Big Bang 
Theory,” for which he already has three wins. 
He’s also nominated for very different work, 
his supporting role as Tommy Boatwright in 
the HBO film adaptation of Larry Kramer’s 
AIDS drama “The Normal Heart.” 


There’s a line in “Big Bang” where you’re 
comforting Kaley Cuoco’s character, and 
you say, “I made you a hot beverage. It’s 

in a to-go cup; make of that what you will.” 
That joke has a rhythm, a voice to it—how 
important is the writing to you? 

It’s everything. It is what has kept this so 
interesting from the beginning, and several 
years in, it’s still interesting. I think that the 
longer the show goes on, the more you get 
asked, “When would you like to be done?” 

I have trouble imagining that. But I realize 
that in this instance the reason I can’t come 
up with an end date in my head is because of 
the writing. 


In “The Normal Heart,” set in the early 1980s, 
Mark Ruffalo’s character is amazed that 
there are gay dances at Yale, his alma mater: 
“Imagine being able to dance cheek-to- 
cheek with your boyfriend in college.” What 
similarly represents that transition in time 
for you? 

Well, certainly, marriage, and to sucha 
degree that I still struggle with my own 
desire to get married. And this is why I think 
it’s so important: That was never something 


to pin any hopes on or any dreams on, even 
though in my early 20s, I felt assured that I 
was going to be able to love who I wanted 

to love, and I was going to be OK with that. 
I was fortunate not to have that fear, that I 
would need to hide who I was. But because I 
was in my 30s by the time [marriage] became 
something realistic, I think that’s why ’'m 
not more like, “Oh, let’s do it and do it now.” 


Because, while you recognize that as an 
important goal to achieve, it may not bea 
goal for you? 

It wasn’t one. Not to say it won't be. Like 
the president, I’m evolving on the issue. 
But, again, I do want to make clear how 
important it is that it’s happening now, so 
that is a possibility to a young mind. You can 
pin hopes on that. 


You were in a stage production of “The 
Normal Heart” in 2011, but it was first 
performed in 1985. What does the play have 
to say to people here and now? 

When the play first started, I was a child. As 
an adult male, a gay adult male, it was a real 
education to work on the play the first time. 
It doesn’t compare to actually living through 
it, but it is relentless. Maybe of all the things, 
that was the quality that Larry’s story had: 
That in 85, they understood that they were 
dealing with a relentless horror story, a 
battle. AIDS is still a major problem in the 
world, but now {“The Normal Heart”] is a 
lesson. I hate to say it’s a history lesson—that 
makes it sound like a boring movie, and it’s 
anything but— but it is, in a way... . There’s an 
aspect, even if you were alive [at the time], to 
watching it now and going, “I cannot believe 
this happened.”

Josh Charles has no regrets 
about his ‘Good Wife’ exit

Last season, Josh Charles’ Will Gardner joined 
the inestimable Dead TV Characters Society. 

CBS legal drama “The Good Wife” got a 
shot in the arm in its fifth season, fired up by 
the decision of Alicia Florrick Julianna Mar- 
gulies) to break free from Lockhart/Gardner, 
the central law firm in the series, to start her 
own enterprise. Pushing much of the tension 
forward was renegade lawyer Will, played 
by Charles (“Dead Poets Society,” “Sports 
Night”), and his anger at what he deemed 
a betrayal committed by his former flame. 
Desks were manhandled, clients were fought 
over, etc. 

And then came the bombshell moment 
that had viewers searching for the rewind 
button on their remote controls: Will Gard- 
ner died. Gunned down by an unhinged client 
during a court proceeding. 

Here, Charles chats about that episode and 
his time with the show. 


How often are people coming up to you and 
just saying, “Why?” 

I guess that’s happened a few times. But 
more often people just say they really were 
sad about it, but they’re also really excited 
about where the show’s going. And that 
makes me happy because that was the whole 
intent of this season. We knew going into 
this season it would be my last. We were able 
to plan for it and structure it and kind of 
knew where [the death] would lead the show. 


With Will and Alicia, it was more than sex— 
there was a deep, mutual respect there 


too. So you get a sense of the betrayal he’s 
feeling when he finds out she’s leaving, and 
we see it when he sweeps everything off the 
desk in anger. 

I hurt my hand really bad hitting the desk 
because it just sort of went to too much, too 
soon. I iced my hand between takes. 


But that’s why we felt it. 

It was a great scene because it was so well 
written and because of these characters’ his- 
tory and because it’s Julianna and I and, you 
know, she and Christine [Baranski] are just 
two of my favorite people to work with. 


How about making this decision of “It’s time 
for me to move on”? 

I had avery short-term contract on the show, 
much shorter than it’s even been discussed 
in the press. I kept extending it because I 
love the show so much— it’s been a great job 
for me. When the opportunity came in year 
four to extend it another few years, I thought 
along time about it and just felt that I was 
ready to experience new characters. But I 
wanted to make sure that I left [the show] in 
as good a spot as I could, so I was always will- 
ing to come back and do some this year. And 
we came up with doing these 15 [episodes], 
being able to give the character a more 
proper goodbye and really write something 
special for him. 

It’s a hard thing to articulate when you feel 
like you want to just have new experiences. 
You're working long hours where you're see- 
ing people on the set more than you're seeing 
your family.

“On The Water,” the latest mixtape from 
Chicago DJ duo We Theory (note: I know 
the pair socially) is an expertly crafted 
soundtrack to the end of summer. Split 

into four sections, the tape spans reggae 
plus surfer, yacht and psychedelic rock. The 
obvious clips are there, like George Benson’s 
“Breezin’ ” in the yacht rock section, but 
there are a few expert notes, like music from 
Japanese surf rocker Takeshi Terauchi (whose 
“Kanjinchou” sounds like the theme song to 
a “Hawaii Five-o”/“Kill Bill” crossover). 

There’s also a shining piece of treasure 
buried within “On The Water,” as We Theory 
mashes up Chicagoans Wild Belle’s cover of 
Evelyn “Champagne” King’s 1981 post-disco 
anthem “I’m in Love” with reggae singer Jen- 
nifer Lara’s cover. The result is a sexy piece of 
long-lost pirate booty that soars while mak- 
ing you want to find out if King is still alive 
(she is) so you can send flowers to her house 
in tribute.
